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AMERICA’S GREAT 
PRESIDENT 


All Jewry Mourns Mr. 
Roosevelt 


A sentiment common to many of the tributes 
that have been paid throughout the world to the 
great American President, who died last week, is 
that his passing is felt as the loss of a great fnend. 


Among no group ts this fecling stronger than 
among Jewry. 
Franklin Roosevelt's friendship towards our 


people showed itself in reiation to several of the 

vestions affecting them, and, in particular, to 

ese three: their rights as cilizens—of America 
chiefly, but also of other countries; their ‘plight in 
lands of persecution; and their hopes of a national 
home in Palestine. 

Among the. activities in which, shortly before 
his death, the President was engaged in prepara- 
vion for the Sah Francisco Conference was his 
reception of Judge Julius Proskauer and Mr. Jacob 
Blaustein, of the American Jewish Committee, who 
presented a programme tor the treatment of the 
post-war problems of world Jewry. The pro- 
gramme advocated the creation at the Conference 
of a commission to formulate an international 
Bill of Rights, and the President announced that 
he was profoundly interested in such a move, and 
he considered the Committee's. programme a 
“serious endeavour to implement Dumbarton 
Oaks.” 

He aever tited of proclaiming the equal rights 
of all religious groups, or of condemning racial 
prejudice and bigotry. “ Those who practise racial 
violence and bigotry in the United States,” he told 
the Federal Council of Churches, during a cam- 
paign to combat anti-Semiiism, “ are betraying the 
American cause.” 


Anti-Discrimination 
President Roosevelt put these principles into 
practice He backed a movement that opposed 


discrimination in employment,.and two years ago 
created a new and stronger Committee on Fair 
Fmployment Practice, with broad powers to prevent 
discrimination. because of race, creed, colour, of 
national origin. 

But his most striking acts in the cause of non- 
discrimination were in his personal employment 
of Jewish advisers and his. appointment of a 
number of Jews to distinguished positions. A few 


of the names that come to mind are Mr. Henry 


Morgenthau, jun., Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. 
Laurence Steinhardt, Ambassador to Russia and 
later Turkey, Mr. Sidney Hillman, the famous 
Labour leader, Dr. Samuel Rosenman and 
Mr. Benjamin Cohen, legal advisers; Mr. 
Bernard Baruch, adviser on. war and post-war 
adjusiment problems, an his.- brother, recently 
made Anyvbassador to Portugal; Mr. Isadore Lubin, 
U.S. representative at the Moscow Repara- 
tions Commission Prof. Felix. Frankfurter, Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court (in succession 


to another Jew, the late Justice Benjamin Car- 
dozo); and ex-Governo: Lehman, Direcior of 
nrra. 


. Indeed, when Prof. Frankfurter was appointed, 
in 1939 (at the same time as Mr. Frank Murphy, 
a Catholic, was made Attorney General), there 
was general comment to the effect that the Presi- 
dent's choice was a deliberate challenge to coun- 
tries which practised differentiation of creed and 
race, and a reminder to the American people of 
the equality of all American citizens. 

The depth of the late President's concern for the 
Plight of the persecmted and the refugees was 
shown in many declarations and warnings. One 
example of the effectiveness of his warnings to 
Axis satellites was given last year by the Director 
of the War Refugee Board, Mr. John Pehle, who 
imstanced the fact that Rumania had permitted 
40,000 Jewish refugees to return from Transnistria 
to Rumania proper as “a specific example of the

Interest in Jewish Efforts 


The new United States President, Mr. Harry S. 
Truman, has on numerous occasions demonstrated 
his interest in the work of Jewish organisations 
and has defended the part played by Jews in the 
war effort. 

In October, 1943, Mr. Truman spoke at the cen- 
tennial meeting of the B'nai B'rith in St. Louis 
and denounced the slurs which had been cast 
against the réle the Jews are playing in the war. 
In the course of his first speech delivered in 
Chic go after his inauguration as Vice-President, 
Mr. Truman made a strong plea for religious 
tolerance, stating that “ bigotry

FRIENDS OF HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY 


Mr. Priestley on its 
Purpose 


As a result of a meeting of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. at which Lord 
Samuel (who presided), Mr. J. B. Priestley and 
Mr. Victor Gollancz gavé addresses at Palestine 
House, 18, Manchester Square, last week, an 
Arts Group of “ the Friends’ is to be formed, 
with the purpose of cultwating relations beiween 
the cultural and spiritual hfe in this country and 
in that of the Hebrew University. 

Mr. Priestley said there might seem at first 
something of a contradiction in his appealing at 
this time for a Hebrew University, because, after 
all, such a University might appear to be only a 
new piece of nationalism, and most of them were 
beginning to. feel very dubious about nationalism, 
and were beginning to wonder whether the worst 
aberrations of the human mind were not miscarried 
aS nationalism And here they had ‘in a com- 
paratively new University, with a certain national 
background, a new and growing piece of nauonal- 
ism. He did not mind that for a very’ simple 
reason. it was this: that they had to learn to 
keep their nationalism in the right piace, as much 
as they had to learn to keep their sense ol ireedom 
in the right place, and the right place for national- 
ism was in the cultural sphere where it belonged 

Culture, in order to be vital, must have its roots 
in the. living soil, in those feelings of atlachment 
to a certain kind of country, to a certain kind

Encouraging Reply in Parliament 


Mr. R. W.. Sorensen (Lab., W. -Leyton) asked 
the Foreign Secretary on Tuesday whether, in view 
of the number of Stateless persons in this country 
and in Europe generally, and of persons in Ger- 
many and elsewhere, heretofore denied the same 
legal and civil rights accorded to other persons, 
he would propose on behalf of H.M. Government 
an international convention. to implement the prin- 


ciple. of legal and civil equality in all civilised 
COUNLTIECS. 

Mr. George Hall, “Under-Secretary, in a written 
reply, said: H.M. Government are of course 


anxious to see that the problem of Stateclessness 
is reduced to the smallest possible proportions 
and the discriminatory legislation qf the type to 


which my hon. friend ‘refers is removed.  Prac- 
tical measures for this purpose are already being 
carefully considered. 


Mr. Sorensen. interviewed by our Lobby Corre- 
spondent, said: “.I am encouraged by this reply, 
and only hope it will not be left simply as an 
excellent but vague platitude, but that the Govern- 
ment will prove the sincerity of its utterances by 
insistent and persistent application. to- give status 
to these unfortunate victims. What | am anxious 
to do is to see that what we accept in this country 
to be’ an elementary essential of civilised living 
should be implanted throughout the world. If the 
Linited Pations could adopt such a rational and 
human principle, and embody it in their construc- 
tive peace policy, it would go a long way towards 
preventing the moral disintegration that has thrown 
so many millions into a position of . human 
helplessness.” 


FREED PALESTINIAN P.O.W.s 
ARRIVE 


Rescued by American Army 


Two hundred and tweniv-five Palestinian Jewish 
ex-prisoners of war arrived in this country last 
week-end. They are members of the Palestine 
Jewish units captured by the enemy in the cam- 
paigns in Greece and Crete in 1940. After four 
years as prisoners of war in Eastern Germany 
they were marched by the Germans to the west 
when the Russian Armies threatened Silesia, They 
marched 900 kilometres, until they were liberated 
by the American Armies in the Kassel region. 

ey were then brought to the reception camp in 
the Midlands, where a group of Palestinian soldiers 
have been preparing for their reception. 

A representative of the Jewish Agency in London 
visited the men in the reception camp last. week- 
end. 

.. 70 per cent of the soldiers are badly under- 
nourished and extremely weak as a result of their 
long enforced ‘march, during which they had a 
daily ration of 150 of bread. But despite 
all their trials, especially during the last few wecks 
in Germany, their Jewish and Zionist moral 
remains unbroken. | 

Further small groups of liberaicd Jewish ex- 
prisoners of war have been arriving since at the 
Midlands camp.

‘THE DEPUTIES 
The Delegation to U.S.A. 


The lengthy and lively debate ai last Sunday's 
meeting of tbe Jewish Board of Puties on the 
discussions and _ consultations between Jewish 
bodies, which will take place in America in con- 
nection with the San Francisco Conference 
revealed a cleavage of opinion between the Presi- 
dem of the Board, Professor S. Bropetsxy (Leeds. 
United), who presided, and the Senior Vice- 
President, Dr. Isrart (Great), and Mr. 
Gorpon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin, United), the 
Treasurer. 

. The President moved the report of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, which stated, among other 
: 

* Co-ordination with Jewish bodies: By an cxchanec 
of cables with the Executive of the American Jewish 
Conference, the Committce endeavoured to widen the 
basis of consultation with other Jewish bodies beyond 
the three taking part in the original agreement. The 
Chairman of the Committee and the Secretary had a 
special meeting with one of the leading members of the 
British Delegation proceeding to the San Francisco Con- 
ference, and with the Secretary of the British Delega- 
tion, with a view to establishing contacts which might be 
necessary with the members of the British Delegation to 
the Conference.” 

Professor Brodeisky said that the Secretary (Mr. 
Brotman) had left for the U.S.A., and Councillor 
Moss was leaving very soon in order to represent 
the Board at the discussions to take place there. 
The question, he said, of the exact circumstances 
in which the discussions in the United States 
between Jewish bodies would take place was not 
yet finally settled. He hoped that the Deputies 
would realise that the date of the San Francisco 
Conference made it extraordinarily difficult in the 
shori time at their disposal to get at any. wnder- 
standing by means of letter or cable. But he 
hoped that their representative in the United States 
would represent thew views and that some suitable 
arrangemem would be arrived at. 

In the discussion several Deputies expressed 
disappointment at the fact that the Deputies’ 
delegation was so small. 


Councillor Moss's “ Difficult Position * 


Addressing Professor Brodetsky, Mr. H. A 
Goopman (Adath Yisroel) said: 

“When you approached the Anglo-Jewish 
Association they Said they were prepared to come 
io a conference of aii Jewish organisations, “You 
excluded the American Jewish Commiitec, the 
Jewish Labour Committee, and the Aguda, as if 
these had ceased to exist. For you the only 
organisations which existed were the American 
Jewish Conference and the World Jewish Con- 
gress." Councillor Moss would be in a very 
difficult position, because the American Jewish 
Conference refused to sit at. the same table with 
the American Jewish Commitice. They would 
have at least two representations of American 
Jewty and at least two Anglo-Jewish representa- 
trons, and that was the result of two years’ intense 
activity on the part of a single group which 
thought itself justified in capturing the Board of 
Deputies. 

Ma. Barnerr Janner (Leeds, United) said that 
they could not, except in a friendly spirit; inter- 
fere with the internal political troubles and 
domestic difficulties that existed in the Jewish 
commernity of America. When the President went 
out there he did all he possibly could within 
reason to cement the relationships between those 
two bodies, but unfortunately it was not possible 
tor him to achieve that which the American Jews 
themselves could not achieve. ) 

Mr. Goodman (continued Mr. Janner) knew as 
well as he that there had been a small sub-com- 
mittee of the Executive which had endeavoured to 
co-ordinate the activities of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, the -World Jewish Congress. in this 
country, and themselves. They had not acted 
without consultation with both those bodies on 
every conceivable occasion, and, perhaps, some- 
times too often, if such a thing was possible 

Was it not their duty, he asked, to do all they 
possibly could to work with what they ultimately 
considered to be the major American Jewish 
opinion consistent with theirs and do all they 
could to try to attract. the minor and major 
opimen in the U.S.? 

Mr. Norman M. Jacoss (Sellel and Psalms, Man- 
chester) said Mr, Goodman had suggested that the 


American Jewish Conference did not want to par-- 


ticipate in discussion or work with the American 
Jewish Committee. As he had been on the spot 
he wanted to make it clear that the position was 
the -very. reverse. The Conference was formed in 
1943 and among the conveners were -the Anmeryan 
Jewish Cemmittee and the Jewish Labour Com- 


mittee, Since then both bodies had left. They 
would be welcomed back by the Conference at 
any tome if they would agree to retwrn. 

. Fecoman (Great) said he fully sup- 
ported the thesis which Mr. Goodman had put 
forward. He felt that the Board and the whole 
community was not sufficiently informed as to 
what was going on and the position in which they 
as a community found themselves. With regard 
to the size of the delegation, he said it was 
scandalous and did not indicate a healthy state 
of affairs in the community. 

But this was much more important—that they 
found themselves definitely losing their autonomy 
and freedom of action as a Jewish community in 
England in relationship to world Jewish affairs. I 
was his conviction that they were faced with a 
major crisis as far as the relationship of the 
Board of Deputies was concerned in the sphere of 
world Jewish affairs, and it was up to those of 
them who were responsible for guiding the Board 
to make every endeavour, without adding to the 
mischief at that late stage, to see that the situation 
which had arisen pre-San Francisco would not be 
& permanent one, bul that in due’ course thes 
would be able to come to the Board and report 
that there were practical prospects of getting sonte 
round-table and unified approach. 


Treasurer Supports Vice-President ; 


Mr. Gornon Liveaman (Dublin United) said he 
had a great deal of sympathy for what Mr. Good- 
man had said and for what had been so courage- 
ously expressed by the Senior Vice-President. The 
American Jewish Committee did leave the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference, and it was to be regretted. 
But that was past history. A further stage had 
been reached, and he suggested that the responsi- 
bility for the present situation rested not upon 
the American Jewish Committee bot upon the 
American Jewish Conference and those who were 
dominating. it, because it was the American Jewish 
Conference who at the present moment were link- 
mg up with themselves and with the World Jewish 
Congress, and who were insisting upon the exclu- 
sion of the American Jewish Committee. Mr 
Liverman pleaded for unity. 

After further discussion, Mer. F. M. Lanpat 
(United Synagogue) moved that the question be 
how pul. but his motion was lost 

Mr. Pearcy Conen, C.B.E. (West London). movel 
the reference back of the relevant paragraph in 
the report. The breaking of the treaty. wih the 
then Joint Foreign Comrhitiee had caused the 
paralysis of the Board. Did the Board, he asked 
recommend that the A.J.A. be invited to the New 
York conference and what had happened about 
this particular matter. It was impossible for the 
Executive to function decently after what they had 
seen that morning-—the Senior Vice-President dis- 
senting from the thesis of the ‘President and the 
Treasurer saying that he agreed with Dr. Feldman. 
(Voices: “ They should resign! 

Dra. S. LevenserG (Manchester Central) said 
that although many speakers in the debate had 
spoken of unity and consultations, hardly anyone 
mentioned the -important question of the pro- 
gramme on which jhe Jewish organisations were 
gomg ‘to unite. As far as the rights of Jews in 
the various countries were concerned, he envisaged 
the possibility of getting some kind of agreement. 
But there was, of course, the question of Palestine, 
and this could, he thought, be settled in one way— 
that the organisations should agree that Palestine 
was the domain of the Jewish Agency, which had 
an international. status as far as Palestine was 
concerned. 

In his reply to the debate, Prof: Brodetsky first 
dealt generally with the main agenda of the San 
Francisco Conference -and pointed out how little 
the Jewish question would loom at it in corpari- 
son with other international affairs. Nevertheless. 


they all felt that to get the Jews who would be 


ai San Francisco united in any views which they 
put forward was of the very greatest importance 
even On a question of a Statement on Human 
Righis,. which might be issued by the Conference. 
Whether a meeting was held now officially with 
all the Jewish bodies gathered together or not, when 
Jewish bodies got together at San Francisco they 
would naturally be forced to come together, just 
as they were forced to come together in Montreal 
on the question of Unrra. 

The question as to whether or not there should 
have been a large Board delegation to the United 
Siates now was one on which different opinions 
could be held. He had deliniecly expressed the 
view at the Foreign Affairs Commitice that the 
delegation ought to be small, because he did not 
think that this was an occasion on which Jews 
were meeting to settle their post-war problems. The 
occasion would come later on. 

The more important question, which no one 
raised, was why he was not there. He would very 


much have liked to go, said Prof. Brodetsky. But. 


it was difficult for a voluntary body—unlke a 


government—1o choose delegations for anywhere 
in the world at will, They had done the best they 
could. One of the reasons why he was particu- 
larly anxious that Councillor Moss should go was 
because he was one of the members of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee who were not in any sense 
involved with the idiotic word “ caucus.” 

Mr. Brotman and Councillor Moss had 
been instructed to work hard to include every pos- 
sible Jewish organisation im order to get the 
greatest possible co-ordination 

Two very distinguished members of the commue- 
nity had expressed different views from his. They 
had expressed different views two years ago when 
they were elected officers together with him as 
President. But there was nothing in the constitu- 
tion of the Board which suggested thai the officer’ 
need have a common view about anything. 

Professor Brodeisky made no reply to Mr. Perey 
Cohen's question. 

Mr. Percy Cohen's motion, which was seconded 
by Mr. J. J. Newman (Chester), was fost. 

The report was adopted. 

Dra. M. Ersrein (United Synagoguc) moved the 
report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, 
which was carried It statéd, inter alia: 

Invitations to.the Board to send fraternal delegates 
In view of the debate at the last mecting of the Board. 
the Committee . . . now recommends to the Board that 
cach invitation received should be given consideration hy 
the Law and ParliamemaryY Committee which should have 
the power to decede as to whether the invitation should bx 
accepted on behalf of the Board.” 

Dr. S. Levenbere moved the reference back 
of this paragraph on the ground that. in his 
view, the Law and Parliamentary Committee wa 
not the body wiich should accept or reject 
invitations to the Board. 


The motion was seconded by Ma. S. Binpram as

The Jewish Fellowship 


‘Me. Maurice Roserre (Montague. Road Beth 
Hamedrash) spoke of his grief at . what 
Jewish organisation had done to contribute to ante 
Semitism in the last few weeks. He referred to 
the Jewish Fellowship, which, he said, in tts 
attempt to couttteract what regarded as the 
wrong attitude by Zionists to Jewish affairs, had 
gone’ outside the Jewysh community to advertise 
those views, with the result that a non-Jewish 
newspaper had carried a report wah headime and 
contents which were harmful to Zionsm and the 
Jewish people as a whole. 

Me. Ben Moss (St. George's Settlement) said 
he insisted on the right of every free Englishman 
to express his point of view, and be and the mem- 
bers of the Fellowship would continue to do so. 

Prof, Brodetsky said he entirely agreed that 
this was a democratic country, and that i .wa: 
the right of every free. Englishman to give his 


views. But the Board had a perfect: right to say 
to a fellow-Jew: “ What you are saying is dome 
harm.” 


Mr Liverman said he had not the stightest doub! 
that the matter would be discussed further with 
Me. Basil Henriques, and if ut was leit without 
passing resolutions or. giving imstructions§ they 
would be able to do something with regard to tt. 

With regard to the Picrure Post, they 
approached the Editor, and they understood that 
the letter in question Was published deliberately to 
show the kind of peoPle whom they were up 
against In connection with the question raised 
by Mr. Gaventa, Mr. Liverman said it was an- 
nounced in the press that the project was vetoed 
by the Vicar on the ground that he thought i 
would not be a Christian service. Further inquiries 
would be made into the matter. 

The report was adopted after further discussion. 

Among questions put at question-time was one 
by Mr. Norman M. Jacobs, who asked whether 
the Chairman of the Defence Commiuttec had had 
his attention drawn to a broadcast talk in “ Chris- 
tian News and Commentary” on the previous 
Sunday afternoon by a distinguished Free Church- 
man, in which the Jews were described as a

Furopean countries and m which the 
dificrentiated between one class of Jew. the Sefar- 
dic, and others, whom he described as not having 
assimilated with the general community. even afte:

Mr. Liverman replied that while the carty rt 
of that talk indsated great sympathy with their 
people, the latter part of it rained the ewe im a 
most unsatisfactory form, and called for thew 
most consideration. 

implications of such remarks.” he said. 
“ comme as they did from a respected leader of 
religious life im this country, certainly cannot be 
overlooked. We object strongly to any swiegestion 
that the Jews m this country are a minority im 
the sense suggested by the speaker, of thai they 
are not fully mtegrated into the political and social 
life of this country. 

“ As Chairman of the Jewish Defence Commit- 
tee, I desire to take this opportunity also of pro- 
testing against any attempt to suggest dificrences 
between onc type of Jew and another The Board 
of Deputies and the Defence Committee only 
recognise Jews. and our enemies certamly do not 
make the distinctions which unhappily are 
emphasised in other circles.” 

Professor Brodecisky paid warm tributes w the 
late Earl Lioyvd George and the late President 
Roosevelt, and the members of the Board stood im 
ylent tribute to their memory.

From the Far Eastern theatre of war several 


accounts of Passover celebrations by members of 


the Forces have been received. All express the

Passover. 


Four Jewish “Tommies” in Burma, fighting 
with a famous Division that was chasing the Japs 
out of the town of Morfglong, could not obtain 
Pesach leave because of the importance of the 
operations they were engaged in. Battle-weary, 
they lay on their blankets in the carly evening in 
a paddy-field, thinking particularly of home, as it 
was the first Seder might They were resigned to 
the fact that there could be no celebration for 
them this year, when suddenly one of them, Cpl. 
C. Berenbaum (whose hdme is at 37, Bellott Street, 
Cheetham, Manchester, 8), was summoned to the 
Administrative Office, and the officer in charge 
told him there was a parcel for the Jewish 
personnel. 

It was a large one, and it had been dropped by 
‘plane, and he opened it in front of his comrades 

tes. Birnbaum and Cashefsky, of London, and 
Glasser, of Liverpool. To their astonished gaze 
appeared a dozen boxes of matzo, a bottle of wine, 
candies, and various other items, including minia- 
ture mazuzot and tooth-paste.

This is an unpre- 
cedented sum in the history of overseas relief, but 
the damage and horror have been unprecedented 
too,” Mr. Levy said. “It has been estimated 
that $75,000,000 will be needed just fo feed the 
Jews in Europe in 1945.” | 

Emphasising that the increasing liberation of 
Europe is bringing to light the porns needs 
of suffering Jews, Mr. Joseph C. Hyman, Execu- 
tive Vice-Chairman of the J.D.C., disclosed that 
allocations for the first quarter of 1945 are almost 
double those of the corresponding 1944 period. 
During the first three months of this year the 
J.D.C. allocated $8,293,490 for rescue and relief 
purposes 

This sum included $2,900,000 for aid to Jews 
in Hungary, Bulgaria, Rumania, Yugoslavia, 
Northern lialy, Slovakia, Switzerland, Shanghai, 
and’ various internment camps; $800,000 to Jews 
in France: $700,000 to Poland; $465,000 to Bel- 
jum; $200,000 to Greece; $150,000 to Asiatic 

ussia; and $150,000 for emigration purposes. 
Additional allocations of $2,928,490 have been 
made for relief in other countries and for religious 
and educationai purposes. 

Mr, Hyman added that the J.D.C. has arranged 
for shipments totalling more than $500,000 worth 
of food and clothing to Jews in Poland,

Friend of the Jewish People 


The Yishuv was deeply shocked by the news of 
the death of President Roosevelt last week-end. 
Jewish public and private buildings in Jerusalem, 
Tel-Aviv, and Jaffa flew the Jewish flag at haif- 
mast. s in Jewish schools were interrupied 
and the teachers told the children about the great 
services rendered to humanity by the late 
President. 

Immediately upon receiving the tragic news, the 
Palestine Chief Rabbinate issued a statement 
ordering memorial prayers for the late President 
to be recited and eulogies to be pronounced in 
all Synagogues throughout Palestine 

Mr. Isaac Ben-Zvi, President of the Vaad Leumi, 
Dr. Bernard Joseph, acting Head of the Political 
Department of the Jewish Agency and the Presi- 
dency of the Jerusalem Jewish Community, called 
on Mr. Lowell C. Pinkerton, United States Consul- 
General, conveying the condolences of the Jewish 
representative bodies. 

The Vaad Leumi, in a cable of condolence to 
the new President, Mr. Harry S. Truman, stated 
that “ the entire Jewish Community of Palestine is 
shocked at the tragedy that has befallen the Ameti- 
can nation and fighting humanity throuch the death 
who steered the Allied 
ship into the port of victory. We mourn the 
suddén death of a leader of humanity and a great 
friend of the Jewish people.” 

A cable of condolence was also sent to Mrs. 


Roosevelt. 
Memorial Meetings 


A special memorial meeting for the President 
was held in Jerusalem on Sunday ‘jointly by the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency ‘and the Vaad 
Leumi. Dr. Bernard Joseph, of the Jewish Agency 
Political Department, spoke of the late President 
as one among the first in the non-Jewish world to 
understand the danger of Nazism and to launch a 
battle against it to the very end. He recalled Mr. 
Roosevelt's friendship for the Jewish people and 
his sympathy towards their -restoration to their 
ancient homeland. 

Mr. I. Ben-Zvi, President of the Vaad Leumi, 
in a tribute, gave expression to the deep sorrow 
of the Jews in Palestine 

The assembly rose in silent homage. 

A special mourning session was held by the Tel- 
Aviv Municipal Council. The Mayor, Mr. Israel 
Rokach, sent a cable of condolence to the United 
States Government. 

Others who sent cables were the two Chiei 
Rabbis, Palestine Executive of the Jewish Agency, 
the Central Committee of the World Mizrachi, 
and the Executive of the Histadrut, 

A delegation of students of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity conveyed to the United States Consul-General

Reasons for Agreement to Lord Gort's 
Proposal 


There is a certain amount of optimism in officia! 
Jewish circles here (writes our’ Jerusalem corre- 
spondent) on the basis of reports which have 
reached them concerning the favourable attitude 
towards the Jewish Palestine question at the Yalta 
Conference, as well as the pro-Zionist. tendencies 
which marked. Mr. Churchill's and . President 
Roosevelt's talks with Ibn Saud and King, Farouk 
of Egypt, I understand. Both the Anglo-Saxon 
leaders are reported to have stated to them that 
the Jewish question in Palestine called for a deci- 
sion compatible with Zionist interests. 

There is even talk here again that an important 
political statement regarding Palestine may be 
expected shortly. 

Ihis expectancy concerning the country’s future 
along Zionist lines led the Jewish Agency to agree 
to Lord Gort’s compromise proposal for a triple 
rotation. system in the Jerusalem mayoralty. They 
made the gesture as a token of goodwill towards 
Lord Gort’s honest efforts to secure a pacific solu- 
tion of the vexed question of the Jerusalem civic 
leadership, although the Agency made it clear that 
its concurrence was limited to the local sphere and 
did not predicate its assent to a political settle- 
ment upon the same lines in the wider nationa!

of community, to certain domestic habits, to 
certain ways of living which all belonged to a race 
or a nation, and the more a culture: represented 
that deeply rooted attachment, the more vital it 
would be. 

Any appeal for the Hebrew University did repre- 
sent nationalism of the best kind and the only kind 
that they could allow to endure. The. Hebrew 
University represented something that the Jew 
wanted. It represented a nucleus, it represented 
a certain rooting of the Jewish mind. He could 
not help feeling that the powerful, the brilliant. 
aggressive intellect of the Jew, which was in itself 
the product partly of centuries of persecution and 
partly of centuries of spiritual discipline, needed 
that rooting, and was to some extent dangerous, 
just because of its powcr, brilliancy, and aggres- 
siveness, when it was completely uprooted. 

When, said Mr. Priestley, the Jew: was essen- 
tially a member of a community to which he was 
most intimately attached, he made, as they all

But it had great ambitions for the future, and 
plans had already been made for the expenditure 
of half a million pounds to enlarge the buildings 
and provide additional equipment, for ——— 
the gardens and the site in general, and for a 
the purposes of a University, and it was hoped 
that the income of £150,000 might be doubled 
within a few years from now. 

Mr.. Victor Gollancz said that the basic trouble 
with the world had been a divorce between 
material things on the one hand and the life of the 
spirit and the intellect on the other. As he read 
the Bible and Jewish history, and as he remem- 
bered the kind of life which he had led in his 
home as a small boy, he found that the distinctive 
thing in the Jewish life was precisely the refusal 
to recognise any distinction at all between the 
material on the one hand and the intellectual and 
spiritual on the other. He found its distinctive 
feature to be the identity between the physical 
and material world and the spiritual world. He 
had found it to be in the fact that the matérial 
world was shot through with the divine, 


The Unif¥ of Life 


He felt that until they got back to that unity 
of life, until their material existence -became. if 
he might use the word, a religious thing—unless 
that happened, nothing at all could save 
civilisation 

This golden thread which had run through 
Jewish life had never vanished, Always that living 
idea had been preserved, and what he saw as the 
particular mission of the Jews at the present time, 
the particular contribution which they could make 
to civilisation, was to carry that idea.to its fulfil- 
ment in ‘the conditions of modern life. This 
was what had really begun to interest him in 
Palestine and in the Hebrew University.

Professor Norman Bentwich (whom Lord Samuel 
thanked for the indefatigable work he had done 
for the Hebrew University), referring to the figure 
of £150,000 a year given by Lord Samuel, pointed

JEWISH BRIGADE’S FIRST 
BIG ACTION 


Enemy Positions Wiped Out 


A thrilling description of the first offensive 
action in which the Jewish Brigade’s Palestinian 
infantry formations were engaged is given in a 
letter from a captain in the Brigade published in 
Davar (states our Jerusalem correspondent): _ This 
action succeeded a series of patrol skirmishes in 
which they took a number of German prisoners 
for information purposes. 

he captain wrote concerning One skirmish when

Germany, approached one 
open the door, and shouted in German: * Swine, 
come out, the Jews have come! ". Four trembling 
Germans -with hands raised emerged: trom their 
dug-out and one, whose face was. whiter than 
chalk, declared in a shaking voice: “1 am not a 
Nazi, | am a Social Democrat.” 

On the morning of their major action this cap- 
tain’s platoons were waiting. at the jumping-off 
point during a preliminary barrage, when at zero 
hour he shouted Hebrew: Attack— 
Advance! "’ The Palestinian infantrymen jumped 
up, and, accerding to his own. words, “ dashed 
forward like a pack of wolves. Reaching; the 
German lines with bayonets fixed, we began throw- 
ing hand-grenades into the German positions and 
heard cries in German: ‘* Mutti, .Mutti,. God 
Almighty, help! 

The Palestinians set on fire all the strong-points, 
and one daring Palestinian went from one house 
to another, firing his sub-machine-gun inside until 
he himself was killed by a burst of fire, The 
Jewish infantrymen wiped out all the enemy posi- 
tions within 15 minutes, They then withdrew by 
order, leaving destruction, fire, and dead Germans 
behind. A whole German redoubt was ablaze and 
no firing was heard from the enemy lines. 

The Palestinian dead were buried in a military 
cemetery under Magen David embiems. 

After the action was completed, the Brigadier 
said to them: “* Good work, boys,” and this praise 
gave them a great deal of satisfaction, 

One piquant, incident occurred. when on their 
return a British tankman jumped out of his tank 
and shouted: “ Three cheers for the Palestinians! °

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LATVIAN JEWRY WIPED OUT 


Official Statement on German 
Extermination Campaign 


The extermination of Latvian Jewry by the 
Germans is described ir an official communiqué on 
crimes committed by the German invaders in 
Latvia issued by the Russian Extraordinary State 
Commission for mvestigating German-Fascist 
crimes. The communiqué mis out that the 
Nazis began murdering the Jews almost from the 
first moment t occupied the country. 

More than 2, were burned to death. in 
October, 1941, m the Synagogues in Stolbnaya 
and Gogol Streets m Riga and in the Riga Jewish 
cemetery. More than 35,000 were crammed into 
a ghetto im Riga the same month. For a time 
they were used for forced labour, and subjected 
to beatings and, in the case of the younger women, 

ical abuse. 

n November, 1941, the Germans selected 4,500 
men and . women, the most able-bodied. for 
labour. and all the rest of the ghetto residents 
were shot. The executions occurred, according 
to an eye-withess, in the Rubmulsky Forest, twelve 
kilontetres from Riga. 

In Dvinsk, 3,000 Jews were rounded-up and 
shot in July, 1941, and all other Jews im the city 
were confined to a ghetto, together with the Jewish 
populations Kraslava, and Doegda. 
There were 30, Jews in the ghetto, of whom 
only 400 remained after a series of mass execu- 
tions which began shortly after the ghetto was 
established, and which on May | and 2,

THE DEATH OF GENERAL ROSE 
German Radio Boast 


The socalicd German “ Werewolf” radio, 
which the Nazis claim operaics in occupied terri- 
tory, but which is actually situated in unoccupied 
Germany, has been boasting in the crudest and 
most revolting way of the manner in which the 
“ heroic werewolves killed the Amertican Jewish 
General. Maurice Rose. 

“ For Paderborn the U.S. gangsters had chosen 
a particularly fat Jewish General as commander,” 
the broadcast said. “ Alter the U.S. tank spear- 
heads and motorised troops had created havoc in 
the streets and occupied the town, the U.S. Genera! 
Maurice Rose, son of the New York Rabbi, Moritz 
Rose, entered the town. This Jew thought himself 
so secure that he left his tank and went on foot 
through the streets. Suddenly he was ambushed 
by ‘werewolves’ from a doorway. He was laid low 
by five shots fired at very short. range. The * were- 
wolves’ disappeared into the house. There was 
consternation among the officers of the Jew’'s suite, 
who followed .

7,000 YUGOSLAV JEWS LEFT 


Nearly 70,000 Have Disappeared 


Less than 10 per cent of the 75,000 Jews who 
lived in Yugoslavia before the war are sull alive, 
the correspondent of the J.T.A. was told by leaders 
of the Jewish community of Belgrade. 

The teaders estimate that there are at present 
no more than 7,000 Jews in the whole of Yugo- 

slavia, They add that it is impossible to find 
* out the exact number of survivors, since some may 
still be scattered throughout Eastern Europe. 

Some of the surviving Jews hope to emigrate to 
Palestine; but most of them wish to femain in 
the country and participate im the rebuilding. 

Jews have been guaranteed the same rights as 
all citizens of Yugoslavia; the problem of property 
restoration is still being worked out. Once again 
Jéws hold Government positions, with Moshe Piade 
as Vice-President of the Provisional Parliament. 

The Belgrade Jewish community ts slowly 
rebuilding its cultural and reciigious life despite the 
fact that its numbers have been. reduced from 
12,000 to about 800. Both of the capital's Syna- 
gogues were destroyed and all its rabbis have been 
killed. © Nevertheless, services are held regularly 
every Friday and Saturday. 

Dr. Friedrich Pops, for 35 years President of 
the local Jewish community and for the past 19 
years head of the Yugoslav Union of Jews, hid 
throughout the German occupation in Belgrade in 
the home of a Serb Christian family. A bearded, 
white-haired old man, he talks optimistically of the 
reconstruction of Jewish life in the’country. | 

Hundreds of Belgrade Jews are in Marshal Tito's 
army or in Albania, Italy, or Germany. In the 
four months since the city was liberated, many 
families have struggled back from their hiding 
places. The homeless are being caretdi for in a 
temporary rest camp established at the headquarters 
of the Jewish community. 

hundred and fifty Jewish deportees who 

were liberated from a camp near Danzig by the 
Army recently returned to Belgrade. Among 
those repatriated is Dr. David Alkalay, former 
President of the Union of Jewish Communities. 

Jewish soldiers, serving with Marshal Thos 
forces which liberated Sarajevo, found 90 Jews 
who went into hiding two years ago in the cellar 
of a Mosque had to hand over twelve 
kilogrammes of go to the treasury of the 
Moslem congregation in return for the use of this 
hiding place. 


POLISH JEWISH GENERAL FREED 


A Polish Jewish Major-General named Bernard 
Mond is among the thousands of Polish prisoners 
of war freed by the Allied Forces, states the Lond: 
EVENING News. Because of his Jewish origin, 
Mond was subjected to especially harsh treatment. 
An attempt to isolate him in a camp ghetto was 
prevented by his fellow-generals. 


RED ARMY ENGINEERS 
Jews Build Bridges and Roads 


Major-Genera! Samuel Shapiro., formerty chief 
construction engineer of the Red Army im _ the 
Moscow sector, is now building bridges m_ the 
front line areas. His first big bridge, over half a 
mile jong, was bulk across Drmeper under an 
meessant ram of German bombs. 

Spread along the river-bank for three-quarters 
of a mile, his men worked day and night to build 
the bridge and construct ferries. 

Advance of this sector depended on the braige 
being thrown across the river, and every minute 
coufted. Just as the final work was bemg com- 
pleted the bridge was shattered by two enemy 
bombs. 

Shapiro made a bold decision: to restart work 
simultancously from both banks, although the 
opposite bank was still within enemy range. Dur- 
mg the night a sapper unit crossed the river and 
began construction. 

By daybreak the sappers had made considerable 
headway .on the western bank. At the same time 
work was going on rapidly on the eastern bank. 
Before the Germans were aware of what had hap- 
pened the two sections were joined and Soviet 
artillery tanks. and mfantry were pouring over the 
bridge. Ahead of them went the sappers, removing 
the mines and repairing the roads. 

General Shapiro was also. at the crossing 
of the river Turia, south of Kovel, the Western 
Bug, and at the liberation of the town of Khelm. 
For these operations he was decorated with the 
Order of Suvorov, second class. 

He also took part in the operations which led 
to the seizure of a bridgehead on the western bank 
of the Vistula. In a matter of a few hours his 
sappers crossed the Vistula in two places. The 
General himself, working under fierce enemy fire. 
directed, first the construction work, and then the 
crossing. 

At present Shapiro is chief of the Army engincer- 
ing forces, with the rank of deputy commander. 

In 18 months of front-ime service he has been 
decorated three times. Besides the Order of Suvo- 
rov he also has the Orders of the Red Star and 
Red Banner. 


From Private to General 


The General hails from Odessa. where his father, 
Zvi-Hirsch Shapiro, was employed at a brick fac- 
tory. Young Shapiro attended a commercial school 
and worked at the same time as a clerk at a sugar 


refinery. In 1919 he enlisted in the Red Army . 
and fought against the Petlura and Denikin bands. 


and later against the White Poles. After the Civil 
War he graduated from a Military Technical Aca- 
demy. Later he took part im the enormous 
construction tasks of the various Five-Year Plan 
periods. 

A road of great strategic importance close to 
the firing line®has recently been restored by a 
group of Red Army «ailway workers under the 
command of Engincer Major Max Lev. With their 
guns always at the ready to ward off enemy atiacks, 
the men worked day and night until they finished 
the job, enght hours ahead of schedule. 

Major Lev, who holds the Order of the Red Star 
and two medals, has been fighting the Germans 
since the outbreak of war. He has been.in charge 
of many bridge-building jobs at Stalingrad, Dnie- 
propetrovsk, Kharkov, Odessa, Mitava, and 
Rezckne. 

He showed hiis mettle during the fighting for the 
station of Gladkovshchina in the Ukraine, when 
the three middie trucks m an ammunition train were 
set on fire by an enemy shell and there was grave 
danger .of the whole tram blowing up. Together 
with a Colonel, a.Captain. and another Sergeant, 
Levy. himself a sergeant at that tome, crawled up 
to the blazing trucks and separated them from the 
rest of the train. 

In February, 1944, he was. ordered to restore a 
railway station in the district of Dniepropetrovsk, 
which had been under continuous fire, and had been 
completely destroyed. The’ siation was restored m 
record time. 

The Maior is a son of Abe Lev, the well-known 
Jewish bibliographer and curator of the archives 
and library of the Jewish Anti-Fascist Commiuttee 
in the U.S.S.R. 


FRANKFORT JEWS’ ORDEAL 


There are altogether 106 Jews now in Frankiort- 
on-Main, all. that remain of a once thriving 
community of 40,000 before the coming of Hitler. 
The survivors live in sa “ Jewish houses” stil 
standing in the hali-destroyed city. 

Carl Oppenhcim, formerly a bank manager, who 
for the past two years was responsible to the 
Nazi authorities for Jewish affairs im the drsirict, 
told a J.T.A. correspondent that after the pre-war 
exodus and the many suicides during the early days 
of the Hitler regime about 12,000 Jews remamed in 
Frankfort. All these were later deported by the 
Nazis, except 400, who were married to. non-Jewish 
wives. 

On February 14 last, these 400 and those of their 
children who. had been declared to be Jews were 
ordered to assemble at the railway station for 
deportation. Onsly 300, including 12 children, re- 
ported. They were packed into cattle trucks. and 
deported. 

Those staying behind escaped arrest because they 
were over 


moved. 

Karl Rothschild, who had been exempted trom 
deportation because of illness, conducted the 
J.T.A. correspondent through the devastated city. 
He showed him the shelter built on the site of the 
demolished Synagogue. Jews were only allowed 
to enter the shelter during air raids, he saxd. In 
the famous Bockenheimer Landstrasse he showed, 
him the shattered walls of what was once the 
Rothschild mansion. Later it was transformed by 
the Nazis imto an anti-Jewish museum. The 
building has been destroyed by Allied 
bombardment. 

The Nazi Institute for the Study of the Jewish 
Problem situated m same street was also 
destroyed. 

The Jews managed to hide two Scrolls of the 
Law which they proudly displayed to American 
Jewish. soldiers.

RESCUE OF JEWS FROM 
GERMANY 


Work of Agudas Israel 


The Agudas Isracl World Oreanisation has 
issued the following statement : 

Ten tons of matzot were recently sent by Swiss 
Jewry to the concentration camps of Germany, 
including Bergenbelsen, Theresicnstadt, Ravens- 
brucck, Landsberg, Buchenwald, Strashof and 
Wulzburg. 

Facilities for this action were afforded by the 
American and Swiss authorities to the Montreux 
office of the Agudas Israci World Organisation and 
the American Orthodox Rabbis’ Union, The Swiss 
Jewish Representative Council (Gemeindebund) 
co-operated im the collection of matzot from Jewish 
familics throughout the country, who thus gave 
up their own ations for their coreligionisis in 

azi Germany. 

The goods were sent by the Red Cross in 
Geneva direct to the camps by means of Red 
Cross lorries. It was hoped that some of these 
lorries might bring back Jewish internees from 

any. 

The Executive of the Agudas Israel World Or- 
gamsation learns that the Swiss pless published 
on March 16 an official denial of the allegation 
that M. Musy, or any. German authority. had 
received payment for the release of the 1.210 Jews 
who arrived in Switzerland from Theresienstadt 
early m February.

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‘THE GREAT PRESIDENT 


OF few men in bygone years could it be said with greater, 
or even equal, truth that in their passing not merely a 
nation or a group of peoples but the whole world was 
bereaved, and with it all the dearest hopes and yearnings 
of mankind. Yet among those few moral giants, President 
ROOSEVELT ‘was not only one of them, but stood as a 
towering figure. The shock that his unforeseen and un- 
timely death has producéd in all free countries and the 
intense grief it has evoked among high and low alike are 
eloquent proof that he was of that goodly company of 
“ God's giants.” Everywhere i. was felt that not only, in 
the truest sense of the words, had “a prince or great man 
fallen.” but a friend of the weak and the oppressed who 
stood ever near to the heart of the ordinary man. 

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT was no futile dreamer of dreams. 
He was pre-eminently that most formidable of personali- 
ties, a practical idealist. His realism made him grasp more 
fully than most of his contemporaries the extent to which 
science had: brought the nations closer to one another, 
and the consequences of that historic revolution; and he 
applied that realisation unflinchingly in the realm of 
national and international policy. Frontiers had gone, 
oceans had been spanned, distance had been annihilated, 
and if the peoples did not actually live together under 
one roof they at least lived almost cheek by jowl. It 
followed that American isolation, as preached by his 
countrymen of the 19th century, was a thing of the past. 
America was no longer, except on the map, 3,000 miles 
or more away. And s0, as a practical statesman, he set 
himself, even before the outbreak of the present war, to 
free his countrymen from the intractable isolationism so 
deeply and firmly rooted in great numbers of them. He 
showed them how the world had now really become one, 
and how they could no longer hug the vain delusion that 
the fires of European conflicts were too distant ever to 
scorch American shores and American homes. And so, 
bit by bit and never sparing himself, he led the United 
States into the truer view of the position—assuredly one 
of the most remarkable achievements in history, which 
only a man of his stupendous courage and outstanding 
personality, and only one with his steadfast will and devo- 
tion to the general weal, could have compassed. 

Nor did his aspirations stop there. If the nations had 
become near neighbours, they had to be what he called 
“ good neighbours.” If the phrase “family of nations” 
had taken on a new reality, they had to be also a happy 
and a peaceful family. And that that might be, it was 
necessary that social] justice—in the absence of which fer- 
ment and unrest are inevitable—should govern the national 
economies, that the various peoples, instead of selfishly 
holding each other at bay in mutual moral isolation, should 
extend a helping hand each to the other in the general interest 
where needed, that the rule of law should prevail, that 
pugtice and freedom should not be denied on grounds of 
race or_.creed or colour, so that m these ways the founda- 
tions of international peace, resting so largely on the peace 
ne contentment in each country, should be well and truly 
aid. 

The great President sought his concrete aims by idealist 
routes, How much has been lost by, his premature death, 
only history can tell. To-day we can only mourn the loss 
of one who feared God and remained ill his last breath 
# lover and servant of his kind: 

“ Now is the stately column broke, 
The beacon-light is quench’d in smoke; 
The trumpet’s silver sound is still, 
The warden silent on the hill.” 
For Jews, his death is a heavy blow which comes for 


them unhappily at an. unprecedentedly critical moment. 


Impelled by his exceeding humanity and hatred of oppres- 
sion, he had consistently and untiringly befriended them. 
He did not.underrate the vogue and the virulence of anti- 
Semitism in his own country, which, he once declared, had 
only failed in gaining greater poWer owing to lack of 
adequate leadership. Characteristically he set himself to 
counteract it by including Jews of outstanding . ability 
among his assistants and counsellors—a step which was 
conceived as a daring challenge to the bigoted practitioners 
of racial discrimination, and which was, in due course. 
grotesquely misrepresented by the anti-Jewish camp. He 
was not satisfied with sending innumerable messages of 
encouragement but followed them up with action. The 
Evian Conference to help refugees to find havens was 
summoned at his instance, and it was, we may be sure, 
no fault Of his that it met with almost total failure. Later 
—only last year—he created the War Refugee Board for 
the rescue of victims of the Nazis. . 

Most of all, however, was he the practical idealist in his 
support of the Zionist movement. In that attitude he 
never wavered, even in times of setbacks for that cause, 
even in the face of political complications, even when 
others faltered and played fast and loose with principles 
and honourable undertakings. “1 made my _ position 
regarding Zionism clear in October,” he declared only a 
lew weeks before his death. “I have not changed, and shall 
continue to seek to bring about its earliest realisation.” It 
was his final message on the greatest constructive plan for 


righting the ancient Jewish wrongs, and helping forward in 
that respect the reign of a genuine world peace, that has 
been presented during two thousand agonising years of the 
Jewish martyrdom. 

It was, of course, as our fathers have taught, * not 
incumbent on him to complete his life work,” but “ neither 
did he hold himself free to desist from it.” Like Moses 
of old, he was fated only to see its consummation in part, 
and to joy only in the prospect and hope of its further 
accomplishment. But his memory and his inspiration 
will abide for many a long day, and Jewry, even while 
mourning the loss of so faithful a friend of their National 
Home, can at least ask themselves, as well as others, one 
relevant question: Is it not of high significance that three 
of the greatest statesmen whose lives have been lived out 
in this age—BaLrour, RooseveLt, LLoyp GeorGe, all men 
of constructive vision—were stirred by the Zionist aspira- 
tion, and that two more still with us and no less eminent 
—WINSTON CHURCHILL and Field-Marshal SmuTs—have 
constantly declared their fidelity to it? For Zionists this 
carries hope. To Jewish dissidents it bears a solemn com- 
mand to think again. To Britain it conveys the implica- 
tion that if all these high-minded, far-seeing, and practical 
men have remained steadfast in their loyalty to the Zionist 
idea it must be something that wisdom would not spurn, 
nor should its own heart reject. 


THE ART OF SELF-DEFEAT | 


Ir would be almost impossible for those unacquainted with 
the background of Sunday's Deputies’ debate on the Jewish 
delegation to the San Francisco Conference to understand 
the discussion and form any reasonable opinion as to the 
rights and wrongs of the matter. Elucidation of the subject 
is certainly needed, if the public is to be able to pass any 
judgment at all. Now, it is rightly held that the Deputies’ prestige 
in this matter rested—as in general—on their ability to demon- 
strate their powers to represent Anglo-Jewry in the widest 
possible sense. When, therefore, the suggcsiion was made that 
the Deputies should arrange for Anglo-Jewish representatives 
to confer with the American Jewish Conference in preparation 


for San Francisco, it was obvious that if these conferers were . 


to be anything more than mere sectional representation they had 
to include delegates’: who were fully empowered to speak for, 
for instance, the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Aguda, the New 
Zionist Organisation, and any other Jewish political body of 
any importance in this country. It seems, however, that the 
Deputies’ President was unable for some redson to take a 
sufficiently strong line with the Americans, and perhaps did not 
feel that he himself had a political backing sufficiently broad- 
based to insist that anyhow as far as Anglo-Jewry was con- 
cerned the Deputies’ delegation to any gathering which the 
Conference might call must be broad-based and comprehen- 
sively representative of Anglo-Jewry. The American Jewish 
Conference, possibly sensing this weakness, proceeded to insist 
on certain terms which in effect tended to project into the British 
Community the differences which are splitting and disfiguring 
United States Jewry. The upshot seems to be that, in so many 
words, the American Jewish Conference, the conveners of the 
proposed inter-Jewries gathering, have refused to invite the 
A.J.A. unless itdropped consultations with its rival, the American 
Jewish Committee. When, at Sunday’s Deputies’ meeting, Mr. 
Percy Cohen asked whether the Board had actually asked the 
American Jewish Conference to invite the A.J.A., the President 
surprisingly failed to reply. An answer either way was patently 
required, It is not to be wondered at that bitter criticism. came 
from two of his principal officers on the situation in which the 
Board now finds itself. These negotiations have not only sapped 
its prestige in the eyes of American Jewry as an exponent of 
Anglo-Jewish opinions, but have jockeyed it very near to 
that much-to-be-avoided pitfall, participation in American 
Jewish domestic quarrels. As the matter now stands, absence 
of unity exists not only among the Anglo-Jewish and the 


American-Jewish bodies, but between American and British 
communities. 


If the Board of Deputies had’ been a strong and truly repre- 
sentative and democratic body, it is at least likely that its 
President would have been able to create what he so dearly 
desired—a united Anglo-Jewish front so strong that it could 
by its very existence have influenced the transatlantic com- 
munity in the direction of mutual tolerance, statesmanship, 
and co-operation.. The foolish “ revolution” at the Board two 
years ago which was hailed as such a triumph by the Caucus, 
has, m fact, prevented that.. As downright political incApacity 
displayed by the two Jewries in the very crisis of Jewish destiny, 
the spectacle is one only for weeping. 


INTERDENOMINATIONAL SERVICE 


ADMIRAL HEFFORD, Chairman of the Residents’ Association 
of .the Hampstead Garden Suburb, proposed recently, on 
behalf of his organisation, that in addition to the V-Day 
Services to be held in the local places of worship, another, 
Jnterdenominational in character, should be arranged. The 
Jewish Minister—as well as several Nonconformist bodies—fell 
in with the suggestion, but expressed the hope that only the 
poimts which the faiths represented had in common should 
figure in the Service, those on which they differed being 
omitted. The Vicar of St. Judes, however, Mr. Maxwell 
Rennie, dissented. He “ would never agree,” he said, “ to take 
part in a Service with Jewish people, particularly one in which 
a Jewish Minister would take part. It is monstrous,” he 
added, “ to seek the participation of a non-Christian in a Service 
of this nature.” The function has now been abandoned. Mr. 
Rennie disclaims any anti-Semitic motives for his attitude, 
declaring that he acted solely on his religious principles. Now, 
while everyone will appreciate the splendid motives which 
doubtless inspired the Admiral’s suggestion, is there not a good 
deal to be said for the Vicar’s argument?

A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE 


Every denomination has the religious duty fully to express 
itself in worship. It is not reasonable to ask a Christian jp 
any form of Divine worship to omit all that gives his faith 
its specific character. In the same way, the Jew—and certainly 
the Jewish Minister—cannot be expected to join in a Service 
part of which is inconsistent with the tenets of his creed. 1}; 
either of these proceedings is followed, inevitably a sense of 
something lacking or embarrassing, if not of grievance. jx 
aroused, and to that extent the oneness of the Congregation 
4s broken. The proper thing is to pray as Jew or as Christian. 
It is also the honest thing; and honesty in religious matters j< 
of supreme importance. No doubt there are occasions— 
memorial services, Mayoral visits, etc.—when this principle js 
not observed. Whether it is right for a civic functionary to 
bow down in the House of Rimmon has always been a mooi 
point, and still is. But the matter of- the Hampstead Garden 
Suburb brings the whole question to the fore in a convenient, 
test-case, form. And whatever the Vicar’s feelings for Jews. 
be they the friendliest or the reverse, his action has provided 
a real service to the cause of religious straightforwardnes; 
and has called a halt to a practice which can only precipitate 
religious anemia in an advanced stage. It is right to add 
that it was probably the wise conditions insisted upon by Rabbi 
Weinstock that forced the issue. ’ 


DR. MICKLEM AND THE JEWS 


Dr. NATHANIEL MICKLEM, the distinguished scholar who 
broadcasts on the subject of Christian News, devoted a recent 
address, which was mostly quite unexceptionable, to an 
account of what Christians had done to help the Jews during 
theif ghastly persecution in Europe. He cited some of the 
many real services they had rendered to Hitler's Jewish victims, 
“not merely out of natural human kindness but on the 
theological basis of the Divine law,” and then he went on to 
mention that “many leading Christians both in Great Britain 
and in the U.S.A. are deeply concerned at an increase of anti- 
Semitic feeling in their own countries.” As to this, he was 
certain that in Great Britain anti-Jewish feeling had nothing 
to do with religion. This is surely much too sweeping an 
assertion, since it ignores the teaching of the crucifixion stor\ 
in the schools and sometimes on the radio, which cannot fail 
to predispose at least its simpler hearers to listen with sympathy 
to anti-Jewish declamation. It was what followed, however. 
in Dr. Micklem’s address that has, not unjustifiably, raised 
qualms among many Jews who heard it and which gave rise 
to protests at the last meeting of the Deputies. The speaker 
divided the community into two sections. “ There were those 
who centuries ago came to this country when they were 
persecuted in Spain”—a strange piece -of  historicity—and 
who weré now “ really British.” These, he said, “ hardly came 
into the picture.” The second secfion consisted of the “ vast 
masses Of destitute Jews * who came here much more recently 
These, 
said the speaker, had lived in large Jewish communities ver) 
much by themselves; they had never really assimilated to the 
national ways and still “ seem foreigners to. us, in manners, in 
appearance, in business matters.” Presumably, the first section, 
who are “really British,” have contrived to get rid of their 
Jewish “ appearance” and “manners,” as well as what is 
vaguely described as their “ business matters,” and have done 
so to such purpose that they are now “really British.” The 
others have not been so successful: “ the Jews are often a not 
easily assimilable minority.” What can we do about it, Dr. 
Micklem asks: “we have got to find by thought and experi- 
ment a way through this difficulty.” But he goes on to express 
his sorrow that here he’ has little to report. 


THE ALTERNATIVES 


Tue Jews, Dr. Micklem tells us, epitomise the problem that 
besets the world at this time—the problem of a minority, 
unwelcome to the majority. Those who do not like them are 
“in a good position to understand the sort of difficulties they 
have in Yugoslavia with Croats and Serbs and Slovenes.” In 
these words he sets the Jews of this country on the level of 
the European minorities, a step, we are bound to say, they are 
likely most deeply to resent. To say that they are not easily 
assimilable is very much to beg thé question. In what desirable 
respect, we wonder, have Jews in this country proved “ un- 
assimilable.”. In all forms of service to society, in philanthropy, 
science, politics, law, social endeavour, and service in the 
national armed forces, they have given richly, and often 
brilliantly, to the nation’s cause. They have, it is true, preserved 
their communal life and communal individuality. Does that 
turn them into just one more minority of the kind that troubles 
Foreign Secretaries’ dreams? Ought it, seeing that many of 
the best thinkers have held, and rightly, that variety adds 
strength rather, than weakness to a nation? If the contrary 
views were taken, it would mean that the Jews must either 
become so indistinguishably British as to lose themselves in 
their non-Jewish surroundings, or *remain a- permanent 
“problem,” dependent upon the success of the majority in 
controlling its behaviour towards these unliked “ unlikes.” O! 
course, these are not, in fact, solutions at all. The only hope 
for the Jew, both for those who would stay Jews in Galut and 
those who would not, is to strive for some national home in 
which Jews can be really Jewish, and in which they can 
demonstrate, in practice, the Jewish doctrine of equality and 
kindliness for the stranger. There is, of course, one way In 


‘which the first alternative, assimilation to the point of extinc- 


tion, would have some prospect .of success, and that is by 


ceasing the constant girding at the Jewish people. But, as Dr. 


Micklem knows, whenever this changé of attitude was adopted, 
and the Jews started really assimilating, along came the old 
‘Adam, or a Haman, or a Hitler, and arrested the process.

OF few men in bygone years could it be said with greater, 
or even equal, truth that in their passing not merely a 
nation or a group of peoples but the whole world was 
bereaved, and with it all the dearest hopes and yearnings 
of mankind.

He was pre-eminently that most formidable of personali- 
ties, a practical idealist. His realism made him grasp more 
fully than most of his contemporaries the extent to which 
science had brought the nafions closer to one another, 
and the consequences of that historic revolution; and he 
applied that realisation unflinchingly in the realm of 
national and international policy. Frontiers had gone, 
oceans had been spanned, distance had been annihilated, 
and if the peoples did not actually live together under 
one roof they at least lived almost cheek by jowl. It 
followed that American isolation, as preached by his 
countrymen of the 19th century, was a thing of the past. 
America was no longer, except on the map, 3,000 miles 
or more away. And so, as a practical statesman, he set 
himself, even before the outbreak of the present war, to 
free his countrymen from the intractable isolationism so 
deeply and firmly rooted in great numbers of them. He 
showed them how the world had now really become one, 
and how they could no longer hug the vain delusion that 
the fires of European conflicts were too distant ever to 
scorch American shores and American homes. And so, 
bit by bit and never sparing himself, he led the United 
States into the truer view of the position—assuredly one 
of the most remarkable achievements in history, which 
only a man of his stupendous courage and outstanding 
personality, and only one with his steadfast will and devo- 
tion to the general weal, could have compassed. 

Nor did his aspirations stop there. If the nations had 
become near neighbours, they had to be what he called 
“ good neighbours.” If the phrase “family of nations” 
had taken on a new reality, they had to be also a happy 
and a peaceful family. And that that might be, it was 
necessary that social justice—in the absence of which fer- 
ment and unrest are inevitable—should govern the national 
economies, that the various peoples, instead of selfishly 
holding each other at bay in mutual moral isolation, should 
extend a helping hand each to the other in the general interest 
where needed, that the rule of law should prevail, that 
yugtice and freedom should not be denied’ on grounds of 
race or_creed or colour, so that in these ways the founda- 
tions of international peace, resting so largely on the peace 
one contentment in each country, should be well and truly 
aid. 

The great President sought his concrete aims by ‘idealist 
routes.. How much has been lost by, his premature death, 
only history can tell. To-day we can only mourn the loss 
of one who feared God and remained till his last breath 
# lover and servant of his kind: ; 

“ Now is the stately column broke, 
The beacon-light is quench’d in smoke; 
The trumpet’s silver sound is still, 
The warden silent on the hill.” : 


For Jews, his death is a heavy blow which comes for . 


them unhappily at an unprecedentedly critical moment. 
Impelied by his exceeding humanity and hatred of oppres- 
sion, he had consistently and untiringly befriended them. 
He did not underrate the vogue and the virulence of anti- 
Semitism in his own country, which, he once declared, had 
only failed in gaining greater poWer owing to lack of 
adequate leadership. Characteristically he set himself to 
counteract it by including Jews of outstanding -ability 
among his assistants and counsellors—a step which was 
conceived as a daring challenge to the bigoted practitioners 
of racial discrimination, and which was, in due course. 


grotesquely misrepresented by the anti-Jewish camp. He | 


was not satisfied with sending innumerable messages of 
encouragement but followed them up with action. The 
Evian Conference to help refugees to find havens -was 
summoned at his instance, and it was, we may be sure, 
no fault of his that it met with almost total failure. Later 
—only last year—he created the War Refugee Board for 
the rescue of victims of the Nazis. | 

Most of all, however, was he the practical idealist in his 
support of the Zionist movement. In that attitude he 
never wavered, even in times of setbacks for that cause, 
even im the face of political complications, even when 
others faltered and played fast and loose with principles 
and honourable undertakings. “I made my position 
regarding Zionism clear in October,’ he declared only a 
few weeks before his death. “I have not changed, and shall 
continue to seek to bring about its earliest realisation.” It 
was his final message on the greatest constructive plan for 


righting the ancient Jewish wrongs, and helping forward in 
that respect the reign of a genuine world peace, that has 
been presented during two thousand agonising years of the 
Jewish martyrdom. 

It was, of course, as our fathers have taught, ~ not 
incumbent on him to complete his life work,” but “ neither 
did he hold himself free to desist from it.” Like Moses 
of old, he was fated only to see its consummation in part, 
and to joy only in the prospect and hope of its further 
accomplishment. But his memory and his inspiration 
will abide for many a long day, and Jewry, even while 
mourning the loss of so faithful a friend of their National 
Home, can at least ask themselves, as well as others, one 
relevant question: Is it not of high significance that three 
of the greatest statesmen whose lives have been lived out 
in this age—BaLrour, Roosevelt, LLoyp Georce, all men 
of constructive vision—were stirred by the Zionist aspira- 
tion, and that two more still with us and no less eminent 
—Winston and Field-Marshal Smuts—have 
constantly declared their fidelity to it? For Zionists this 
carries hope. To Jewish dissidents it bears a solemn com- 
mand to think again. To Britain it conveys the implica- 
tion that if all these high-minded, far-seeing, and practical 
men have remained steadfast in their loyalty to the Zionist 
idea it must be something that wisdom would not spurn, 
nor should its own heart reject. 


THE ART OF SELF-DEFEAT 


Ir would be almost impossible for those unacquainted with 
the background of Sunday's Deputies’ debate on the Jewish 
delegation to. the San Francisco Conference to understand 
the discussion and form any reasonable opinion as to the 
rights and wrongs of the. matter. Elucidation of the subject 
is certainly needed, if the public is to be able to pass any 
judgment at all. Now, it is rightly held that the Deputies’ prestige 


in this matter rested—as in general—on their ability to demon-. 


strate their powers to represent Anglo-Jewry in the widest 
possible sense. When, therefore, the suggestion was made that 
the Deputies should arrange for Anglo-Jewish representatives 
to confer with the American Jewish Conference in preparation 
for San Francisco, it was obvious that if these conferers were 
to be anything more than mere sectional representation they had 
to include delegates: who were fully empowered to speak for, 
for instance, the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Aguda, the New 
Zionist Organisation, and any other Jewish political body of 
any importance in this country. It seems, however, that the 
Deputies’ President was unable for some reason to take. a 
sufficiently strong line with the Americans, and perhaps did not 
feel that he himself had a political backing sufficiently broad- 
based to insist that anyhow as far as Anglo-Jewry was con- 
cerned the Deputies’ delegation to any gathering which the 
Conference might call must be broad-based and comprehen- 
sively representative of Anglo-Jewry. The American Jewish 
Conference, possibly sensing this weakness, proceeded to insist 
on certain terms which in effect tended to project into the British 
Community the differences which are splitting and disfiguring 
United States Jewry. The upshot seems to be that, in so many 
words, the American Jewish Conference, the conveners of the 
proposed inter-Jewries gathering, have refused -to invite the 
A.J.A. unless itdropped consultations with its rival, the American 
Jewish Committee. When, at Sunday's Deputies’ meeting, Mr. 
Percy Cohen asked whether the Board had actually asked the 
American Jewish Conference to invite the A.J.A., the President 
surprisingly failed to reply. An.answer either way was patently 


required, It is not to be wondered at that bitter criticism came _ 


from two of his principal officers on the situation in which’ the 
Board now finds itself. These negotiations have not only sapped 
its prestige in the eyes of American Jewry as an exponent of 
Anglo-Jewish opinions, but have jockeyed it very’ near to 
that much-to-be-avoided pitfall, participation’ in American 
Jewish domestic quarrels. As the matter now stands, absence 
of unity exists not only among the Anglo-Jewish and the 
American-Jewish bodies, but between American and British 
‘communities. 


If the Board of Deputies had been a strong and truly repre- 
sentative and democratic body, it is at least likely that its 
President would have been able to create what he so dearly 
desired—a united Anglo-Jewish front so strong that it could 
by its very existence have influenced the transatlantic com- 
munity in the direction of mutual tolerance, statesmanship, 
and co-operation. The foolish “ revolution” at the Board two 


_ years ago which was hailed as such a triumph by the Caucus, 


has, in fact, prevented that. As downright political incipacity 
displayed by the two Jewries in the very crisis of Jewish destiny, 
the spectacle is one only for weeping. 


INTERDENOMINATIONAL SERVICE 


ADMIRAL HerrorD, Chairman of the Residents’ Association 
of the Hampstead Garden Suburb, proposed recently, on 
behalf of his organisation, that in addition to the V-Day 
Services to be held in the local places of worship, another, 
Jnterdenominational in character, should be arranged. The 
Jewish Minister—as well as several Nonconformist bodies—fell 
in with the suggestion, but expressed the hope that only the 
points which the faiths represented had in common should 
figure in the Service, those on which they differed being 
omitted. The Vicar of St. Judes, however, Mr. Maxwell 
Rennie, dissented. He “ would never agree,” he said, “ to take 
part in a Service with Jewish people, particularly one in which 
a Jewish Minister would take part. It is monstrous,” he 
added, * to seek the participation of a non-Christian in a Service 
of this nature.” The function has now been abandoned. Mr. 
Rennie disclaims any anti-Semitic motives for his attitude, 
deciarmg that he acted solely on his religious principles. Now, 
while everyone will appreciate the splendid motives which 
doubtless inspired the Admiral’s suggestion, is there not a good 
deal to be said for the Vicar’s argument? 


A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE 


Every denomination has the religious duty fully to express 
itself in worship. It is not reasonable to ask a Christian jp 
any form of Divine worship to omit all that gives his faith 
its specific character. In the same way, the Jew—and certain) 
the Jewish Minister—cannot be expected to join in a Service 
part of which is inconsistent with the tenets of his creed. }/ 
either of these proceedings is followed, inevitably a sense o; 
something lacking or embarrassing, if not of grievance, i, 
aroused, and to that extent the oneness of the Congregation 
4s broken. The proper thing is to pray as Jew or as Christian. 
It is also the honest thing; and honesty in religious matters jx 
of supreme importance. No doubt there are occasions— 
memorial services, Mayoral visits, etc—-when this principle is 
not observed. Whether it is right for a civic functionary to 
bow down in the House of Rimmon has always been a moot 
point, and still is. But the matter of- the Hampstead Garden 
Suburb brings the whole question to the fore in a convenient, 
test-case, form. And whatever the Vicar’s feelings for Jews. 
be they the friendliest or the reverse, his action has provided 
a real service to the cause of religious straightforwardnes; 
and has called a halt to a practice which can only precipitate 
religious anemia in an advanced stage. It is right to add 
that it was probably the wise conditions insisted upon by Rabbi 
Weinstock that forced the issue. ’ 


DR, MICKLEM AND THE JEWS 


Dr. NATHANIEL MiIcKLeM, the distinguished: scholar who 
broadcasts on the subject of Christian News, devoted a recent 
address, which was mostly quite unexceptionable, to an 
account of what Christians had done to help the Jews during 
theif ghastly persecution in Europe. He cited some of the 
many real services they had rendered to Hitler's Jewish victims, 
“not merely out of natural human kindness but on the 
theological basis of the Divine law,” and then he went on to 
mention that “ many leading Christians both in Great Britain 
and mm the U.S.A. are deeply concerned at an increase of anti- 
Semitic feeling in their own countries.” As to this, he was 
certain that in Great Britain anti-Jewish feeling had nothing 
to do with religion. This is surely much too sweeping an 
assertion, since it ignores the teaching of the crucifixion story 
in the schools and sometimes on the radio, which cannot fail 
to predispose at least its simpler hearers to listen with. sympathy 
to anti-Jewish declamation. It was what followed, however, 
in Dr. Micklem’s address that has, not unjustifiably, raised 
qualms among many Jews who heard it and which gave rise 
to protests at the last meeting of the Deputies. The speaker 
divided the community into two sections. “ There were those 
who centuries ago came to this country when they were 
persecuted in Spain”-——a strange piece of _historicity—and 
who weré now “ really British.” These, he said, “ hardly came 
into the picture.” The second section consisted of the “ vast 
masses of destitute Jews *" who came here much more recent] 
as refugees from Eastern or South-Eastern Europe. These, 
said the speaker, had lived in large Jewish communities ver) 
much by themselves; they had never really assimilated to the 
national ways and still “ seem foreigners to us, in manners, in 
appearance, in business matters.” Presumably, the first section, 
who are “really British,” have contrived to get rid of their 
Jewish “appearance” and “manners,” as well as what is 
vaguely described as their “ business matters,” and have done 
so to such purpose that they are now “really British.” The 
others have not been so successful: “ the Jews are often a not 
easily assimilable minority.” What can we do about it, Dr. 
Micklem asks: “we have got to find by thought and expeti- 
ment a way through this difficulty.” But he goes on to express 
his sorrow that here he has little to report. 


THE ALTERNATIVES 


THe. Jews, Dr. Micklem tells us, epitomise the problem that 
besets the world at this time—the problem of a minority, 
unwelcome to the majority. Those who do not like them are 
“in a good position to understand the sort of difficulties they 
have in Yugoslavia with Croats and Serbs and Slovenes.” [n 
these words he sets the Jews of this country on the level of 
the.European minorities, a step, we are bound to say, they are 
likely most deeply to resent. To say that they are not casil) 
assimilable is very much to beg thé question. In what desirable 
respect, we wonder, have Jews in this country proved ~ un- 
assimilable.” In all forms of service to society, in philanthropy, 
science, politics, law, social endeavour, and service in the 
national armed forces, they have given richly, and often 
brilliantly, to the nation’s cause. They have, it is true, preserved 
their communal life and communal individuality. Does that 
turn them into just One more minority of the kind that troubles 
Foreign Secretaries’ dreams? Ought it, seeing that many of 
the best thinkers have held, and rightly, that variety adds 
Strength rather than weakness to a nation? If the contrary 
views were taken, it would mean that the Jews must either 
become so indistinguishably British as to lose themselves in 
their non-Jewish surroundings, or *remain. a permanent 
“problem,” dependent upon the success of the majority 10 
controlling its behaviour towards these unliked “ unlikes.” ©! 
course, these are not, in fact, solutions at all. The only hope 
for the Jew, both for those who would stay Jews in Galut and 
those who would not, is to strive for some national home 19 
which Jews can be really Jewish, and in which they can 
demonstrate, in practice, the Jewish doctrine of equality and 
kindliness for the stranger. There is, of course, one way in 
which the first alternative, assimilation to the point of extinc- 
tion, wold. have some prospect of success, and that is by 
ceasing the constant girding at the Jewish people. But, as Dr. 
Micklem knows, whenever this changé of attitude was adopted, 
and the Jews started really assimilating, along came the ol¢ 
Adam, or a Haman, or a Hitler, and arrested the process.

A warm welcome was given to Private Michael 
Abrahams, R.A.O.C., a member of the Club, who 
has just returned home after being a prisoner of 
war for nearly four years. On behalf of the 
members, Mr. Sptig presented him with a silver 
cigarette case. 

Private Abrahams, who lives with his sister at 

94, Hospita! Street, was a Territorial, and he went 
abroad in October, 1939. After serving in North 
Africa, he took part in the campaign in Crete, and 
was taken prisoner in: June, 1941. 
_ He was in several prisoner-of-war camps, inclad- 
Ags at Marburg, and latterly at a camp near 
Elbin, East Prussia. While at this camp he 
escaped, but was recaptured shorily afterwards, 
and was given a sentence of two years’ detention. 
When the Russians entered East Prussia, all the 
Prisoners at the camp were moved, but during 
a march Private Abrahams and nearly 100 other 
prisoners broke away. They hid in the woods, 
and then Abrahams and several fellow-prisoners 
concealed themselves in an unoccupied farmhouse. 
On hearing the sound of the battle approaching 
some went out, and luckily came into contact 
with a unit of Russian tanks. Eventually they 
were transported to Odessa, and from there Private 
Abrahams returned home.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Jewish Marria 
2 ae portion of the Law, in which we read the 

command “ Ye shall be holy, for I the Lord 

your God am holy,” also contains the com- 
mandment concerning the institution of marriage. 
It is marriage in which God's commandment “ Ye 
shall be holy ™ can and must be fulfilled by us. 

Jewish marriage is based on ideas similar to 

those which resulted in the institution of the 
Sabbath. Marriage is a love relationship as well 
as a legal relationship. Both must, however, give 
recedence at first to another factor, to enable 
$ tO grasp what constitutes a Jewish marriage. 
The Sabbath is not merely a social institution, 
joy in the day of rest, but also a human attempt 
to create holimess in this world. Marriage has 
the same aim—namely, to build a holy sanctuary 
out of a worldly institution, and in this respect 
it resembles the Sabbath. In celebrating it, man 
imitates God, who concluded the creation of the 
world with the day of rest. Husband and wife, 
joined together by matrimony, create thereby a 
holy sanctuary, This is not done by excluding 
life, but, on the contrary, by embracing it fully. 
By the full enjoyment of life is ‘it made holy. 
Creation is not completed by the work of God 
alone. Our daily prayer runs thus: “Who in 
mercy ... and in Thy goodness renewest the 
Husband and 
wite are enabled through marriage to sharé in the 
creative work o, God, thus sustaining life and 
making im holy 
The , marriage. ceremony centres round — the 
phrase spoken by the bridegroom to the bride: 
“ Behold, thou art consecraied unto me by _ this 
ring, according to the law of Moses ahd of 
Israel.’ .The entire marriage ceremony is domi- 
nated by the word Kadosh—holy, The ceremony 
is called “ Kiddushin,” which means holy act o1 
holy union. At the same time Kiddushin is the 
name of a Talmud treatise which deals with canon- 
ical law, Marriage, therefore, Mthough a contract, 
NOt subject to civil law. law which refers 
to matrimony is included among the regulations 
concerning the Temple. Jewish marriage must be 
more than a civil relationship, Like the Sabbath. 
it must be a holy sanctuary in the midst of : life. 
Adultery is not merély a breach of contract but 
desecration of a sanctuary. 


HOU art consecrated unto me “—the bride- 
groom's words to the bride form the gateway 
through which the couple proceed towards their 
future. Holiness is a form of separation, Death 
separaics from life, but there can also be holiness 
during hie, Medieval Christianity in, an attempt 
to create holiness enlisted the help ot its monas- 
teries. By reducing life through asceticism we can 
turn to something that transcends life. But the 
Jewish way is the holy path in the midst of Mife. 
In contrast to Kadosh—holy—stands the. pro- 
fane, Everything that is in .daily currency 1s 
profane, because the sacred is withdrawn from 
constant use. Anything codliecrated to the Temple, 
such as an animal which was to be sacrificed, 
might no longer be bought or sold. The first-born 
animal might not be used for ploughmg. A sacred 
object is. withdrawn from legal currency. Remote 
from the world, but consecrated to each other, 1s 
the meaning of the phrase which the bndegroom 
uses, and on which is founded the Jewish mar- 
riage, “ be thou consecrated unto me.” Marriage 
is a transformation: for those who are joined 
together by the holy union (Kiddushin) the fest 
of mankind disappears, The wife ts set apart 
from the community where men and women may 
seek and find another, being “ forbidden.” te all 
other men and only “ permitied to ber hus- 
band. The liturgy of the Jewish marriage service 
proclaims this mystery; from among the host ol 
men one couple is segregated from all others, con- 
secrated to each other and dedicated as were gilts 
devoted to the Temple. 

Jewish thought differs widely from an cthic 
where man without God is a law unto huimsell, 
and the words “forbidden” and “ permitied | 
mean forbidden by God, permitted by God, “ He 
forbade us . " “ He allowed us . * are the 
words of the benedictions which bride and bride- 
groom hear at the ceremony. With these words 
the transcendence of God's rule is feflected in 
marriage. Marriage is safeguarded by the flaming 
sword with which the angel guards Paradise 


HE Jewish marriage Was and always will be 

the instrument .of the survival of the Jewish 
people and of the preservation of its faith Every- 
thing would be lost—and. no gain in national 
politics could offset this loss—-were we lo lose the 
sanctuary which Jewish marriage (and the Sab- 
bath) represent. The continued existence 0} the 
Jewish people is closely connected with the sate- 
guarding of Jewish family life and with the way 
in which our forefathers lived. 

Sanctuaries of 2ll kinds are endangered in bar- 
baric times,.and we belong to a barbaric age. 
There is a danger that the holiness of the Jewish 
marriage will: not be appreciated by the new 
generation, and in order to defend this important 
aspect of our life we must be on our guard, Initer- 
marriage is unfortunately increasing. 

Sarah. Rebecca, Rachel, and -Leah are. the 
“ mothers.” Women enjoy the greaies{ honour 
as mothers. The Jewish people have always loved 
children and been prolific, The Jewish soul longs 
for the child: “*O Lord God, what wilt Thou 
give me, seeing I go hence childless? ° Abraham 
replies as God promises him the treasures o! the 
world (Gen. xv, 2). “ Give me childrefi, or clse 
I die ” (Gen. xxx, 1), Rachel says to Jacob when 
many years after their marriage she still has no 
child pf her own. Abraham and Rachel seem to 
be the personification of the Jewish people and 
express its deepest longing. All Jove and venera- 
tion is bestowed upon the mother. Her love tor 
her child becomes the symbol and the embodiment 
of the divine. The prophet renders unparalicled 
homage to the mother by saying: “ As one whom 
his mother comforteth, so will | comfort you 
(Isaiah Ixvi, 13). is through children that woman 
is given her proper position. It ts motherhood 
which can make Us understand marriage as a holy 
institution. ht is “* the Jewish mother ” who will 
often dyvaw those back to Judaism who are in 
danger of becoming estranged from their herrtage.

Continued from page | 
effectiveness of President Roosevelt's repeated 


The War Refugee Board had been created by the 
President in January, 1944, to take immediate 
action for the rescue from A. Nazis of as — 
as possible of the persecuted minorities; and to 
co-operate with Unrra, with the United Jewish 
Appeal, and with other organisations in transport- 
ing and maintaining these victims of. persecution, 
and establishing temporary havens of refuge. 

The resounding call which the President earlier 
—in 1938—made to the world’s conscience must 
also be recalled, even tho the conference 
he succeeded in getting together 

vian ved almost sterile. 

Again there is, in the story of his efforts in 
the cause of the refugees, a personal contribution 
that was made by this great humanitarian. Elias 
and Josephine Klein, two Dutch Jewish children, 
aged 14 and 15, reached England after suffering 
seven days’ exposure and starvation in an open 
boat. With their parents they had escaped, at 10 
minutes’ notice, from Holland. Mrs. Martineau, a 
cousin of the President, sent him an appeal, and 
in response he cabled from Washington that he 
would pay their passages to America and “ adopt ” 
them, that is to say, be responsible for their main- 
tenance. (The father and mother also went, their 
Gesseas and maintenance being guaranteed by Prof. 

eintraub, of Cornell University.)

Thirdly, there is Mr. Rodsevelt’s support of the

is many declarations a 
clude one made just aiter. his election (in 
November, 1932) and one made withip a month 
of his death. The 15th anniversary of the Balfour 
Declaration occursed in November, 1932. Jewish 
achievement in Palestine, the new President said, 
had vindicated the high hopes which jay behind the 
sponsorship of the Homeland in 1917. He “ would 
watch, with deep sympathy, the progress of Pales- 
tine.”” And he did, even though his sympathy was 
considered too deep by, for instance, King Ibn 
Saud. That monarch, it was disclosed in January, 
1939, by the Chargé d'Affaires of Arabia in Cairo. 
had two months earlier written a personal letter 
to the President, protesting against the pro-Jewish 
attttude of the U.S.A. and imviting his sympathy 
for the Arab cause in Palestine. At MOK«4TTAM 
said at the time that the King’s letter stated that 
the democratic American people “ has been misied 
by extensive Jewish propaganda ... The Balfour 
Declaration was made by a Government who at 
the time had no right to impose it on Palestine.”’ 

That this wis by no means the only letter he 
received from the Arabian King is suggested by 
a remark the President made when addressing Con- 
gress at the beginning of last month. He ‘revealed 
that the Jewish probl@m was among the subiects 
touched upon during his conversations with King 
Ibn Saud in Egypt during his voyage home from 
the Crimea Conference. President .did not 
refer to Palestine, but, deviating from the text of 
his prepared speech, he remarked that, “ for in- 
stance, on the problem of Arabia, I learned more 
about the whole problem—the Moslem—the Jewish 
problem—-by talking with King Ibn Saud for five 
minutes than I could have learned in the exchange 
of two or three dozen letters.” 


Final Message on Zionism 


Speculation as to what he learned may, one day 
soon, be replaced: by knowledge, but a pointer 
may be taken to have been provided later in March 
when his final message on Zionism was given by 
President Roosevelt, ‘After receiving Dr. Stephen 
S. Wise, Chairman of the American Zionist Emer- 
gency Council, for half an hour, he authorised him 
to issue this statement: made my position 
regarding Zionism clear in October. [ have not 
changed, and shail continue to seek to bring 
about its earliest realisation.” 

The President was referring to the following 
message read on his behalf by Senator Robert F. 
Wagner at the Convention of the Zionist Organi- 
sation of America on October 15 last: 

’ Please express my satisfaction that in accord with the 
traditional American policy and in keeping with the spirit 
of the Pour Freedoms, the Democratic Party at its July 
convention included the -following plank in ‘ts platform: 
* We favour the opening of Palestine for unrestricted Jewish 
immigration and colonisation and stich a policy as to result 
in the establishment there of a free and democratic Jewish 
Commonwealth.’ 

“* Efforts will be made to find appropriate ways and means 
of effectuating this policy as soon as practicable. 1 know 
how long and ardently the Jewish people have worked and 
prayed for the establishment of Palestine as a free and 
democratic Jewisn Commonwealth. [| am convinced the 
American people will give their support for this aim and. if 
re-elected, I shall help to bring about its realisation.” 

That help, alas, is now lost to us. | 

With the people of the American and of all 
continents. we mourn the departure of a great 
friend. 

The wife of the late President, to whom Jewry’s 
heartfelt sympathy goes out, has, like her husband. 
been a sincere frend of Jewish causes. Mrs. 
Roosevelt has addressed a large number of Jewish 
gatherings during her 12 years as First Lady. 


WORLD JEWRY’S TRIBUTE 


From many parts of the world has come news 
of the profound shock felt by Jewish communities 
at the death of President Roosevelt and tributes 
that have been paid to him, Reference to these 
will be found in the Foreign, Land of Israel, and 
Provincial sections of this issue.

All four contestants chose the subject of 
assimilation, Mr, Berwitz said that the Jewish 
people's only hope of preventing assimilation was 
for them to retain their own religious trend of 
thought, their own culture, and the creation of their 
own nationg! home. Mr. Singer thought that 
assimilation could erase anti-Semitism, but it would 
destroy Judaism, Mr. Shabetai said that assimila- 
tion was the degrading admission of defeat, and 
it was the final recognition of one’s own inability 
to face one’s destiny, Sergeant Simon believed 
that the Jews had survived because they knew 
God, and knowing God ‘they did good. They 


«had a right to survive; their way of life was near 


to God's way of life. 

Sir Lionel Cohen complimented the speakers 
warmly and awarded marks for speech construc- 
tion; expression, enunciation; deportment; and 
impromptu answers. Mr. J. Shabetai was awarded 
93 marks; Sgt. Simon 92; Mr. Singer 80; and 
Mr. Berwitz 70. 

The adjudicator then presented the Michael 
M. Fidler Cup and a certificate to Mr. Shabeiai, 
and a certificate to the runner-up, Set. Simon.

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FINE LINEN

I io-morrow'’s Sidra we read how Aaron the 
High Priest was to pui on holy: linen clothes, 

tunic, girdle, and mitre, when he offered sacri- 
fices on Yom Kippur. As Egypt was. originally 
the*great centre of linen manufacture, it is in con- 
nection with that country that we find the first 
allusion to tt in the Bible. Joseph, when promoted 
to the dignity of ruler of the land of Egypt, was 
dressed “in vestures of fine linen” to appear 
before Pharaoh. ,Among offerings for the taber- 
nacle of the things which the Israelites had brought 
out of Egypt were “ blue and purple and scarlet 
and fine linen.” So we can see that from the 
earliest historical times linen took an important 
place in the life of mankind. 

The prophet Ezekiel bids the pricst wear fine 
linen raiment and not to use woollen garments, 
while Philo, the great Jewish. philosopher of Alex- 
andria, has an interesting note on this. “ The 
Jewish High Priest,”’ he says, “ wore a pure linen 
garmeni, which was a symbol of firmness, incor- 
ruption, and of the clearest splendour, since finc 
linen is most difficult to tear and becomes brighter 
and more resembling light the more it is washed.” 

When Moses was on Mount Sinai for # days 
learning the Torah from God's own lips. one of 
the things that the Almighty taught him was the 
four colours to be used in the making of the 
tabernacle, and when Moses saw the angels robed 
in white, God said to him, “ This is the colour 
of twisted linen.” 

Linen, as you all know, is the product of the 
flax plant and its original home was on the shores 
of the Mediterranean Sea. Its pretty flower of 
winie or delicate blue makes a flax-field during the 
summer months a charming picture. The culti- 
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vation of flax is one of the world’s oldest indus- 
tries, It is first mentioned in Exodus in the story 
of the Ten Plagues that came on Egypt" the flax 
and the baricy were smitten, for the barley was 
im the ear and the flax was bolled.” 

Do you remember how the mighty Samson was 
bound ‘by the Philistines with flax ause. this 
was the strongest material that could be obtained 
for the purpose? 

The Egyptians were first among the ancient 
nations in the arts of spinning and weaving. Their 
goddess Isis is always shown with a shuttle in ber 
hands, and Pliny, the natural historian of ancient 
times, states that she was supposed to have been 
the inventor of weaving. .The Greeks also were 


experts in weaving, and you will remempbey ‘the. 


legend of Penelope, whose husband, Ulysses, did 
not return immediately after the Trojan War; she 
did not believe that he was dead and refused to 
matry any of the several Greek princes who 
approached her, keeping them waiting by saying 
she would not marry until she had finished weav- 
ing a great piece of tapestry she was engaged on. 
At night, secretly, she undid paris again, so that 
the job would never end, and she was finally 
rewarded when Ulysses, after some years’ wander- 
ings, reached home - safely.

TUCK FAMILY HISTORY 


The name Tuck, already famous in Anglo- 
Jewish history, is now to be associated, I learn, 
with the Hebrew University through a scholarship 
which has been established there in the name of 
the late David Lionel Tuck. D. L. Tuck was a 
son of Herman Tuck, the eldest son of Raphacl 
Tuck (who was the founder of the well-known firm 
of fine art publishers, Messrs. Raphael Tuck and 
Sons). Hermam had three brothers and three 
sisters; one of his brothers, Adolph, became a 
baronet, while Gustave, another brother (who died 
fairly recently), made a special niche of his own 
in the Community, and was President of the 
Jewish Historical Society. The late Sir Adolph’s 
elder son, Reginald, is the present baronet, and 
his other son ts Desmond, who, as a flight com- 
mander in the R.A.F. in the last war, won the 
Croix de Guerre. Sir Adeiph had three daughters, 
Gladys (Mrs. J . Jacobs), Sybil (Lady 
{Edward} Stern, and Muriel (Mrs. Leonard Monte- 
fore). David Lionel’s son, Raphacl, is now Pro- 
fessor of Law in the University of Saskatchewan, 
Canada.

Grand Lodge Meeting 


A mecting of the Grand Lodge of the Order 
Achei Brith and Shed of Abraham was held 
recently at Absa House, London, E.1. Bro. Jack 
Wright, Grand President, was in the chair. 

Bro. L. C. Beber reported upon the progress 
of the Health Insurance Section, and mentioned 
that during 1944 there had been a total of 768 
new entrants and reinsiatements; during the same 

rod there had been 125 deaths, and 133 members 

d reached the pension age. A further 350 men 
and 38 women in the Section had joimed the | 
Forces, and after allowing for those who had 
been discharged or died, there were 4,109 men and 
296 women, a total of 4,405 serving members. 

The report was adopted. 

Bro. Wright stated that since the last mecting 
much time had been devoted by the Executive 
Council to the examination of post-war plans. 
This was a very difficuk matter because drastic 
changes, such as centralisation of funds, or the 
compulsory grouping of lodges, was opposed by 
many. These and other alterations in their system 
could not be introduced without an cffective 
educational campaign. F 

There had been increased claims for funeral 
benefits, but the Funeral Fund Levy would con- 
tinue at the same rate. The numerical position at 
the end of 1944 showed a slight decrease, and at 
that date there were serving in the Forces 414 men 
and 16 women members of the Order. 

Dealing with the Order's Comforts Fund, Bro. 
Wright paid tribute to Sister S. Harris for under- 
taking the onerous duties of hon. secretary during 
the indisposition of Bro. Lerner, The work of 
the Committee was worthy of the highest praise. 
A disappointing feature was that so many lodges 
failed to fulfil their obligation to give more 
adequate support to this fund. 

The Executive Council had contributed a further 
£150 to the Board of Deputies Jewish Defence 


Commiitee 
Speaking of the appeal of the Central 
British Fund for Jewish Relief and Rchabilita- 


tion (to which the Order had been invited to 
appoint a represemative) the Grand President said 
he felt confident that it would receive the wimost 
support from the Order.

HOME FOR THE BOMBED-OUT 
Consecration of House in N.W. London 


Two years ago a Jewish Old People’s Home was 
opened for the bombed-out by the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, in conjunction with the British Red 
Cross, at Truro Lodge, Finchley. The Ministers 


of the. Finchley District Synagogue _ frequently 
visited the old people, and arranged regular 


services for them. 

Recently the Home was transferred to 10, Ingram 
Avenuc, N.W.11. The new Home was consecrated 
last Sunday afternoon, the officiants being 
Revs. M. Bloch and A. Rosenfeld, of the Finchley 
Synagogue, Rabbi Dr. |. Weinstock, and the Rev. 
S. Shine, of the Hampstead Garden Suburb 
Synagogue. 

The Rev. M. Bloch, in an address, thanked the 
people of Finchley who had in the past helped the 
Home, the additional helpers. who from now on 
were to take part in its work, the three organisa- 
tions responsible for the Home—the Middle 
County Council, the British Red Cross, and f 
Jewish Board of Guardians,-and also the efficient 
Matron and her able staff. 

Mr. David Sharp, on behalf of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, also referred to the workers for the 
Home, especially the medical officer, Dr. Adler, 
and Mr. Mark Harris. Mrs. Hammond, Vice- 
President of the local Red Cross, paid a tribute 
to the old people for their wonderful spirit. 

The house is situated on the edge of Hampstead 
Heath, in beautiful surroundings, and is spacious 
and airy and admirably suited for its purpose.

Two of them have come 4s the result 
of a recent incident in London which took a 
heavy toll of Jewish lives.

The Servantless . 


Home 


becomes daily more apparent that when the 
war is over the problem of obtaining domestic 
help will by no means be solved. The homes 
that have been servantless “ for the duration ” wil) 
in all likelihood remain servaniless. What, then 
will be the reaction of the housewife accustomed 
before the war to domestic help? Is she, aficr ihe 


. Stimulus of war conditions has been removed, to 


sink under the burden of household duties, which 
present a continuous demand on time, energy. and 
patience? Or is she wiser by her war-time ex. 
perience and ready in every way to mect the new 
trend of affairs? 

[here is considerable evidence that women who 
have had for all these- years to do their owng 
work, in the face of increasing domestic difficulty 
and the most irritating shortages of utensils and 
materials, have nevertheless done a great deal of 
thinking. To many a woman the enforced familiar. 
isation with the business side of her establisimen: 
has brought with it a new understanding of tasks 
which she formerly overlooked but did not herself 
perform. And in doing them she has learnt a new 
technique which is in Many Cases superior to that 
employed by her former domestic assistant. 

It has long become clear to women who think 
about it that housework and cooking require pot 
the kind of moron mentality sometimes attributed 
to the domestic worker, but on the contrary a very 
high and well-developed mental status. [i -has 
come somewhat as a surprise to many men during 
the war. that women have been able to adapt 
themselves to the task of running complicated 
machinery, or grespung, te workings of delicately 
adjusted equipment. ey just did not know any 
of the problems that have always confronted the 
housewife. To a woman ‘who has coped simul. 
taneously with the dietetic problem of {ceding her 
family, the psychological problem of managing he 
maid, the practical problem of servicing her celec- 
trical equipment, none of these things is impossible. 


Taken for Granted 


Too many people take for granted the skil! and 
knowledge an efficient housewife must possess. and 
then exclaim with amazement when the «same 
wisdom is used in spheres hitherto occupied exclu. 
sively by men.. Resourcefulness is a quality that js 
simply indispensable in home running) but is some- 
times thought quite applied to 
factory work. 

But the application of resourcefulness points to 
the fact that women, having found the magic key 
to their own abilities, having, as it were. plumbed 
the depths of unaided houserunning, wil! be loath 
to return to the very often unsatisfactory kind of 
assistance that was once available for their homes. 
Their standards will have risen considerably by 
their war-time experiences and their experiments 
in the art of housework. The typical domestic 
worker of pre-war times was never satisfactory. The 
housewife who employed her never - had much 
peace, even though she escaped a portion of. the 
daily chores. The domestic was often unreliable. 
came from a home where the standards of cleanli- 
ness and general hygiene were woefully different 
from those. of a competent housewife, and took 
scarcely any interest in her. work. 

Such domestic workers will not find jobs waiting 
for them in ‘the kind of households they once 
worked in. They have been by-passed by the com- 
pulsory efforts in their own behalf of their one- 
time mustresses. At the same time, those intelli- 
gent women who have had to do their own work, 
and m addition care for children and _ invalids, 
have brought to bear on the problem their trained 
minds, their methodical habits, and their high 
standards of housekeeping. And they have di- 
coyered that given a really well-designed home, and 
the occasional assistance of a cleaner, they can 
manage more or less satisfactorily by. themselves 
and enjoy it. They have therefore concentrated 
their thoughts and activities not on any attempt 
to popularise domestic service in the posi-wat 
world, but to plan easily worked homes that 
reguire the minimum of attention.

Mr. Arthur J. May (Chairman and Managing Director). 
in the course of his speech, said: The stock is higher by 
£3,184. and there is a saving on the insurance of £661. due 
to cheaper War Daemage rates. Taxes absorb £4,743. an 
increase of £1,739. Creditors show an increase of £4,245, 
which consists chiefly of taxcs due. These have since been 
‘paid, and at present our creditors are nceligidic The 
balance of profit £9,359, is £1,009 less than the previous 
year 
In connection with this I must point out that during 
recent years we have had the advantage of cheaper 
materials, and the increase on the dutics on .the tobacco 
provided a certain amount of increment, which did not 
operate in 1944, 

This is the first year for some time in which we have had 
no changes in the Duties, and apart from higher cost of 
leaf. had we not exptricnced abnormal difficulties in the last 
sx months of the year the final result would have been 
much better, and it is only due to the tenacity and devotion 
of our workers and staff that we made a substantial profit 
on the year’s working. 

Weare experiencing ercat demands for all our manu- 
factures, especially Morris's Silk Cut Cigarettes, and this 
year has commenced very well, so, providing trade continues 
at its present level, we hope to make considcrabic progress 
during 1945. Your Company is in a very sound condition 
financially, and when the labour position improves we 
should be able to ‘take advantage of the better trading con- 
diioens when the war is ended. 

Mr. David Smith retires from the Board after 13 years’ 
service, and TI am. sure we all thank him for his services. 
Mr. W. J. Davidson. who has been with the Company many 
years and is an expert on tobacco machinery, was ciected 
to the Board. 

\ large percentage of our staff and employees are in H.M 
Forces, and we are hoping that they will soon be able to 
rcturn to their civilian posts. The report was adopted.

This play, at the St. Martin's Theatre. is theatrical 
theatre.

Wilkhe-be-found-oat one. Edward Percy is an experi- 
enced dramatist, and not even the inexperienced playgoer 
could have much doubt shout the auc character of Descius 
Hess, whose little jeweller’s shop in South London is 
obviously a blind for its owner's real profession of 
receiver and melter<down of stolen . 

A fruity character is owr friend Descius. superbly played 
by Keneth Kent, with his foreign accent. his love for 
Beethoven, and his devotion to his daughter, and shen 
his assistant spies on him and proceeds to blackmail him.
